Sheet Metal Contractors Admit Fines 
and Assert They Were 
Just. 


“'The first reply of the Sheet Metal Con- 
tractors’ association to Contractor E. A. 
Rysdoh, who claims to have been harassed 
by the contractors, was made yesterday*in the 
spe of an open letter. The communicatio 

is signed by Johnston H. Meliroy, presiden 
of the joint arbitration board which passed 
on the Rysdon cases and imposed fines to the 
amount of $2,500. 

These.fines are justified by the contractors, 
who. declare $2,500 is only a small part of the 
‘Joss they have sustained through the acts of 
Rysdon. The arbitration proceedings were 
instituted, the letter says, with the consent 
ot Rysdon, who agreed to abide by the find- 
ing in’ order'that he might be reinstated in 
the association. 

While the connection between the associa- 
tion and the sheet metal workers’ union is 
not openly stated, the paper says that the 
agreement which has been complained of by 
Rysdon was forced upon the contractors. 
One of the leading charges against Rysdon 
organization 
contributed. to its weakness and led to it 
sigtiing with the workers. ' 

Trouble Reviewed in Detail. 

The long history of the controversy is re- 
‘viewed in detail. First, it appears, the con- 
tractors were working together in harmony 
under an agreement with the Amalgamated 
Association of Sheet Metal Workers. Then 
the international union came to Chicago and 
the trouble began with a strike of the old 
organization.

largest in their history. 

“The southern crop is made, of course, and 
is unusually big. I believe a crop of 1,800,- 
000,000 bushels is assured now, even with a 

“heavy and general freeze at once. The lowa 


| crop is still in a critical condition, the most 


‘eritical of any state, but even there a lot of 
corn is already matured and out of danger. 
“A light frost, which might turn the leaves 
black and make the corn look bad, would 
‘do no harm if it did not freeze the stalk. 
There might be such a frost with a tempera- 
ture of 40° in clear weather, Growth would 
continue as long asthe stalk was all right 
and the corn mature. It would take a tem- 
perature around freezing point to freeze the

Ogden, Utah, Sept. 15.—Twenty-six states 
and’ territories of the union are represented 
at the elevehth national irrigation congress, 
which began a four days’ session today, this 
being the largest number ever represented 
since the beginning of the movement for the 
reclamation of the arid: west. 

- An international aspect was lent to the 
proceedings by. the presence of two repre- 
sentatives of for governments, Mexico” 
and France, while the government at Wash- 

ington'was represented by Secretary of Agri- 
oulture Wilson. . | 

At both the morning and afternoon sessions 
‘the building was packed with delegates, and 
the keynote of the present congress, a5 ex- 
presed both by Gov. Walls of Utah in his 
speéch of welcome and President W. A. 
Clark in.his response, that “ the time has 
ecme to do things,”’ was heartily cheered. 

Expect Important Results. 

Important results, beneficent to the cause 
of: irrigation; are expected by both dele- 
gates and officials from the present congress, 
and the first resolution, introduced by Sena- 
tor Burton of Kansas, favoring the conserva- 
tion of the flood waters of the great rivers as 
@ part of the scheme of irrigation of the 
west, was received with so much favor that 
there seems to be no doubt that such action 
will be overwhelmingly favored. 

Other resolutions, outlying a distinct plan 
of forest preservation, are @¢xpected to be 
— before the sessions of the congress 
close. 

‘Tomorrow the subject of colonization will 
be taken up and discussed by men prominent 
in railway and social work. 

Gov. Wells of Utah welcomed the delegates 
in behalf of the pioneer irrigation state. A 
welcome to Ogden was then extended by 
Mayor William Glassman.

'TO APPEAL TO PRESIDENT 


Secretary Says Fourth-Class 
Placeholders Are Removable at 


and Civil Gervice Commissioner Greene induige in 
controversy as to whether fourth clase postmast- 
. ‘@r@ come within the civil service order issued by 
FRENCH SUGAR—Consul Ridgley, at Mantse.

Commissioner. Greene are indulging in a 
heated controversy as to whether 70, 
fourth class postmasters of the United States 
were brought within the classified service 
by an order issued last March by President 
Roosevelt. 

Postmaster General Payne conterids that 
these officeholders are not within the classi- 
fied service, and asserts that no sane person 
would make such-a contention. Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioner Greene holds a contrary 
view. President Roosevelt will be called 
upon to straighten out the tangle. 

This, controversy is the direct result of the 
removal of Miss Todd, the Delaware post- 
mistress who was deposed at the request of 
Senator Allee. Mr. Greene had a protracted 
conference with Mr. Payne today, during 
which he explained his position. He does 
not contend that fourth clase postmasters 
are subject to competitive examination, but 
insists that in removing them the postmaster 
general should be governed by rule 2 of the 
civil service, which reads: . 

“No discrimination shall be exercised, 
threatened, or promised by any person in 
executive civil service agairist or in.favor 
of an applicant or employé in the classified 
service because of his political or religious 
opinions or affiliations.” 

This rule was pended by the president so 
as to.include within the classified service 
“all officers and employés in the executive 
civil service of the United States, except per- 
sons employed merely as laborers and per- 
sons whose appointments are subject to con- 
firmation by the senate.” 

The rules then contain a lst of elassified 
positions in which no competitive examina- 
tion is required. Among the persons except- 
ed are “all persons appointed by tHe presi- 
dent without confirmation by the senate.”’ 

Commissioner Greene holde that thie rule 
not only brings fourth clase postmasters 
within the meaning of the civil service law,

“Tt should be explained that under the 
of President McKinley there 
was mer an understanding that there 
should be no removal of ‘fourth class post- 
masters until he had served four years ex- 
cept for cause. The fourth class postmaster 
accepted his position with the understand- 
ing that at the end of four years he was lia- 
ble to be removed at the pleasure of the 
postoffice department. 

‘I sought to modify this custom slightly 
by asking members of congress who re- 
quested the remove! of a fourth class post- 
master to state what reasons they had for 
asking that a change be made. Under the 
law I was not required to do this, but I did 
so for the purpose of eliminating as much 
as possible the question of politics from the 
appointments and removals of postmasters. 

‘“‘This whole affair has come up as the re- 
sult of the removal of Miss Todd, which is a 
closed incident, because Miss Todd's removal 
was not based altogether on the request of 
Senator Allee. Senator Allee had stated his 
reasons why he desired the change made, 
and those reasons were satisfactory to the 
postoffice department.”

The French people ‘are now able to buy one 
of the great staple necessities of life much 
cheaper than they have ever bought it be- 


report to the department of state. On Sept. 
1 the new law removing nearly © per cent 
of the customs and internal revenue tax on 
sugar went into effect. 

In 1887 the tax on French sugar, whether 
imported from the colonies or manufactured 
at home, was fixed at $11.58 per 220 pounds, 
plus $1.35 additional on #ugar imported from 
other countries than France and her pos- 
sessions. In 1897 this tax was maintained, 
and exporters of sugar were granted an ex- 
port bounty of $2 per 220 pounds on all 
French sugar exported to foreign countries. 
The law reduces the customs and internal 
revenue tax from $11.58 to $4.82 per 220 
pounds and also suppressed the export : 
bounty. 

This means that grocers and other dealers, | 
who, since 1897, have been paying a tax of

‘MOSLEM MOB AT JERUSALEM 
~ KILLS MANY RUSSIAN MONKS. 


Turks Sack a Monastery and Massacre 
Priests, According to Dispatch to a 
Berlin Paper. 


BERLIN, Sept. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Tagebiatt from Constantinople reports that 
the Russian monastery at Jerusalem has 
been sacked by a Mohammedan mob and 
that all of the monks there were murdered. 


The Russian monastery at Jerusalem is 
really a huge fortress in disguise, well 
known to be stored with arms and ammunl- 
tion, taken there at various times in small 


In addition to the monastery the Russians 
have a lofty tower on Mt. Olivet, Inaugur- 
ated some years ago by the czar’s uncle with 
much pomp and ceremony. The use to which 
this tower could be put wae. always an enigma 
until the discovery was made that from its 
topmost platform signals can be flashed so 
far thet they can be observed by a fleet in the 
Mediterranean. 

Russia owns large areas of land in the vi- 
cinity of Jerusalem, and it has been noted 
by diplomats that her purchases—which, of 
course, stand in the names of private indi- 
viduals—possess strategic value. 

Orthodox Russians make annual pilgrim- 
ages to Jerusalem in large numbers at 
Easter, and there is a firm belief in the mind 
of every true Russian that one day the czar 
will. be crowned king of Palestine in the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre in the Holy 
City. 

The Russian belief is so firmly grounded 
and so well known that there is an intense 
Moslem hatred of everything Russian, at 
Jerusalem. So hostile is its feeling against 
the Russians that the pilgrims from the land 
of the czar have need of the protection of 
Turkish troops every Easter,

THE VOCABULARY OF BASEBALL. 
The technique of a science is always the 
despair of the uninitiated, which accounts 
for the fact that scientific works are not 
sought for with so much avidity as romances 
and novels. Sometimes poetry has a tech- 
nique, as in the case of Browning's “ Sor- 
dello,” which made Douglas Jerrold sus- 
picious that he might be losing his mind be- 
cause he could not understand it. Philoso- 
phy also has its technique, as in the case of 
Nietzche’s “ Zarathustra,” and even music, 
as when Richard Strauss attempted to tell 
what Zarathustra said, in musica) notation. 
It is always to be regretted when any spe- 
cial vocabulary grows technical, as it is sure 
to repel those who are not professional stu- 
dents from making acquaintance with the 
philosophy, or science, or poetry to which it 
belongs. Until recently popular amuse- 
ments have ‘been comparatively free from 
technical jargon. The vocabulary of tennis 
Qnd pingpong, croquet and cricket can be 
easily learned. Football is a little more 
difficult, but in one season the language of 
‘the gridiron can be mastered. The tech- 
nique of golf is perplexiig, and yet a care- 
ful observer can achieve it in one season, 
and once mastered it is for good, because its 
yocabulary remains unchanged. Nothing 

is added to or taken away from it. 
When it comes to the national game the 
case is different. 
ball is not only perplexing from the official 
point of view, but it is a kind of “ movable 
feast.” ‘ New! and strange terms are con- 
tindally added until the language of the

REFORMING THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

If all presidents could withstand poli- 
ticlans clamorous for patronage there

said the other day in speaking of the con- 
‘sular policy of President Roosevelt—a pol-

unable to comply with their requests. 
_ Senator Lodge drafted a bill for the reor- 
ganization of the consular service, which 
was reported favorably by the committee 
on foreign relations. _Other measures 
crowded it on one side and it was-not acted 
on. It will be introduced in the next con- 
gress and should become a law. Then the 
maintenance of the merit system in the 
consular service will not depend exclusively 
upon the good will of a president. ? ' 
The conspicuous feature of the Lodge 
bill is that it takes the selection of consuls 
out of the hands of congressmen. It pro- 
vides that a man gehall enter the service 
at the foot of the ladder after an examina- 
tion which has showed that the applicant 
has some special qualifications for the posi- 
tion—that he has some knowledge of the 
commercial resources of the United States 
with reference to increasing and extending 


its trade with foreign countries, cnd that ; 


he can speak at least one foreign language. 
Promotion from the lower to the higher 
grades will depend on ability and not on 
influence. The bill makes provision, for 
the selection of fit men and gives them de- 
cent salaries. Except as to the most in- 
significant consulates, payment by fees will 
be stopped. That system of payment has 
often been productive of demoralization 
and scandals. 

The system under which congressmen 
are permitted to put in consular positions 
constituents about whose qualifications 
they know little and care less has not al- 
ways worked badly. Many of the men 
thus pitchforked into office have developed 
notable capacity and would have been more 
valuable to their country had there been 
greater permanency of tenure. The Lodge 
bill, if enacted, will increase considerably 
the number of good men in the consular 
service, and give them, where they behave 
themselves, that permanency of tenure 
which is so desirable. Mi F 

The National Business league will bring 
to bear all the influence it possesses to se- 
cure the passage of the Lodge bill. It will 
do so because it wishes to promote the for- 
eign trade of the United States. That can 
best be done through the agency of consuls 
who are familiar with the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of this country. 
They are an invaluable auxiliary of the 
American producer. 

There are congressmen who will dislike 
the Lodge bill because it will interfere with 
their prerogatives, but it is to be hoped 
‘that the majority in the senate and house 
will be aware of the need for a reorganiza- 
tion of the consular service, and will yield 
to the demand of business men that the 
persons sent abroad to look after the trade 
interests of the country shall be much su- 
perior on the average to those who have 
been sent in the past. There should be an 
end of politics and consequent lack of effi- 
ciency in thé consular service. 


THE BUSH AND THE HARE. 

For about ten years the city of Chicago 

has been studying the reduction and incin- 
eration of garbage. For about ten years it 
has been beating the bush with deep emo- 
tion and never starting the hare. 
’ All that can be known at the present time 
about reduction and incineration can be 
found in the books and documents in the 
city hall in the offices of Dr. Reilly, assist- 
ant health commissioner, and of Dr. Grosser, 
city statistician. The aidermen who are 
touring the east for the purpose of studying 
reduction and incineration will find when 
they return from their tour that they have 
een carrying coals back to Newcastle. 

When William R. Kerr was health com- 
missioner, 1895 to 1897, he planned a con- 
tract with the Merz Reduction company. 
The contract disappeared when Mr. Kerr 
resigned. 

In 1897 Health Commissioner Reynolds 
made a careful and comprehensive study of 
incineration and reduction, prepared a re- 
port, and was about to enter into a contract 
with a firm of responsible capitalists. He 
was frustrated by an alderman who thought 
-he saw a job in the proposals of the capital- 


ists. “le put through the city counci] an 


ordinance transferring garbage removal 
from the department of health to the depart- 
ment of public works. . 

Immediately afterwards a special com- 
mittee, consisting of aldermen and of other 
city officials, made a careful and compre- 
hensive study of incineration and reduction. 
They visited Buffalo, Detroit, New York, 
Bridgeport, and other cities in the east. 
They returned and reported. The commis- 
sioner of public works let a contract. The 
newspaper headlines read: “ Solution of 
Garbage Question in Sight.” ‘Then Judge 
Tuley handed down a decision. The garb- 
age contract became invalid. The solution 
of the garbage question passed out of sight. 

This was in 1898, In 1901 a special coun- 
cil committee made a careful and compre- 
hensive study of reduction and incineration. 
Nothing new was discovered., The whole 
field had been gleaned bare. 

Today a special council committee is mak- 
ing a careful and comprehensive study of 
redu€tion and incineration.

Ex-Goyv. Northen of Georgia has recently 
made an important statement upon the 
race problem, and one which should engage 
attention uot alone because Mr. Northen 
is an authority upon this question but be- 
cause his statement is in direct opposition 
to that of Mr. Graves, who would get rid 
of the problem not alone by segregating the 
negroes but by deporting them.

ists, anarchists, and outlaws who do the 
‘menial service of other sections.” He says 
the south does not wish to deport the ne- 
groes, and could not if it did. They almost 
exclusively furnish the farm labor of the 
south, and their departure would paralyze 


the better class of. the. negroes, who “ have 
shown themselves quite as much in favor of 
the death penalty for the outlaws of their 
race who commit assaults as are the white 
people themselves,” and who have no dis- 
position to shield criminals from punish- 
ment. ‘When this punishment is adminis- 
tered uniformly by due process of law,”” 
says Mr. Northen, “and not by barbarous 
burnings by mobs, you will find the most

measures as she may deem necessary. That 
is an intimation that she may feel obliged to 
mobilize her army and make war on Turkey. 

After all allowances are made for exag- 
geration, the Turks are sending the Chris- 
tian tnhabitants of Macedonia to the other 
world with cruel swiftness. They are fol- 
lowing, as is their habit, the Roman method | 


the insurrection which the Turks are en- 
deavoring to put down was irritated by 
Bulgarians with the knowledge and per- 


Turks behave when they put down an in- 
surrection, and cannot consistently protest 
against cruelties which it has provoked. 
It is reported that Austria has proposed a 
joint vote of the powers warning Bulgaria 
and Turkey that in the event of war neither 
of them will be supported, but the status 
quo will be maintained. Turkey will not be 
allowed to overrun Bulgaria and the Bul- 
garians will not be permitted to lay hands on 
Macedonia. That territory is not for them. 
A status quo which involves the continued 
possession of Macedonia by the Turks, who 
will govern it badly, is not worth preserving. 
The sooner it is ended the better will it be 
for the peace of the inhabitants, whether 
they are Christians or Mohammedans, It 
will be more to the purpose to let the status 
quo go and divide the remaining Buropean 
territories of the sultan between Austria 
and Russia, the one taking most of Mace- 
donia with Salonica, a port it greatly covets, 
and the other taking Constantinople. The

Lamsdorff, and, if I may be*permitted the 
expression, more abreast of the times. He 
won his spurs as representative of the late 
czar at the vatican, where he conducted 
negotiations of the most delicate character 
with so much adroitness as to win the good 
will both of his own government and of the 
papacy. : 
- Subsequently he was transferred to Japan. 
But it is not true that he was there when 
the present czar visited: the dominions of 
the mikado as heir apparent. It is hardly 
attributable to his cleverness that hostiliti 
between his country and Japan have been 
averted until now; and to him must be as- 
cribed the fact that the land of the rising 
sun should have refrained from declaring

the highest ideals of citizenship. | 
Marquette was born in France in 1687, the 
son of an ancient and proud family. He was 
born to a Hfe of luxury in the days when 
there was nothing finer than to be a gentle- 
man of France. He: died only thirty-seven 
years later in a bark hut on the shore of 
Lake Michigan, as true a martyr and hero 
as ever lost his life at the stake. He wasa 
true soldier of the cross, weak and broken in 
body, yet deliberately giving up comfort, 
health, and life itself to carry the gospel 
4,000 miles into what was then an absolutely 
unknown wilderness. He was the first civ- 
flized white man to visit the 
sites of Chicago; he was the 
first white settler to live on its site. And 
yet Chicago has no proud historic traditions! 
Where is there a story which does more credit 
to humanity? . 

The first thirty years of his life 
spent In his native France. At the age of 17 
he had become a member of the Society of 
Jesus and later a priest.. In 1666 he came to 
America as a missionary to the savages. 

In all he spent only the last seven years of 
his life in the new world. He came with the 
expressed determination of devoting his re- 
maining days to the work of spreading the 
gospel among the savages, and he declared 
that when the end came it would come in the 
wilderness and among the “ children” to 
oe eternal welfare his life was conse 
cra 


were spent chiefly along the great lakes— 
at the uttermost edge of the frontier of 
‘France in America. During this time he 
learned six Indian languages, traveled wide- 
ly through the utterly uhtracked wilderness 
of the great northern forests, founded mis- 
sions, established towns, taught and preached, 
everywhere, with the purest earnestness, the 
gospel of which he was the apostle. A thou- 
sand times he risked his life, continually he 
endured hardships of which modern men 
can hardly conceive. For five long winters 
he, a cultivated, cultured man, willingly lived 
in the midst of snow and ice and treacherous 
savages. And before him there was nothing 
but the certainty of death and a lonely grave 
in the great woods—nothing but that and the 
consciousness that he had done his duty as 
he saw his duty. 

In 1673 Marquette and Joliet started from 
Mackinac on @ voyage which had for its 
object the discovery and exploration of the 
great central river—the Mississippi—of which 
the savages had long spread rumors; Joliet 
was a trader by nature and profession. His 
object in seeking the great river wag to open

When oncea 
the linen closet is well stocked, it is neither 
laborious nor expensive to add every year a 
few articles of each kind. The housekeeper 
who has not a well stocked linen closet can, 
with good judgement in purchasing and 
proper care, soon form a nucleus'to which 
may be added from year to year even in 
small quantities the necessary articles. Bed- 
room linen should be marked with some sign 
indicating to which room it belongs, not only 
the bed linen, but towels, face cloths and 
covers. 
fa putting away linen after it comes from 
th-' laundry, place the fresh pieces under- 
meath and take from the top. This divides 
the wear equally. When hemming new table 
linen save ail of the ravelings. They are 
most useful in darning. Table linen should 
| be froned when quite damp and ironed until 
dry, to give the gloss and stiffness.

Seaman Decides That Chicago Attorney | LLINO | S 


- Cannot Bring Action Based on Fed- | |

“The law is clear on the point that opin- 
fons expressed by a judge in his judicial 
capacity cannot be made the basis for libel 
cuits. A judge's decree is privileged mat- 
ter.
